men. 
With the coppet m arket stagnant as 
a result of the cessation of war re- 
q uitem enla, the dem ands for white 
metal are pouring in from all cor­ 
ners of the globe. Many of the pro­ 
ducers are replacing their copper- 
handling equipm ent with plants to 
turn out silver. 
"There is a big demand for sil­ 
ver in China and India," says Geo. 
I>. 
lL*thuns, of Globe. 
"The U nit­ 
ed States governm ent is filling it 
at $1 an ounce, the sam e price at 
which it is supplying 
200,000.000 
ounces of the metal to the British 
governm ent on contract.’* 
Years ago when T om bstone was 
at the height of its fam e, Arizona 
was a great silver producer. Then 
cairn* the slump. Copper was discov­ 
ered. 
Last 
year, according to the 
I estim ate of the United States geo- 
! logical survey, 
Arizona 
produced 
i $192,000,000 worth of copper. "Give 
us copper," was tile cry from the 
United States and the allies. 
W ith the 
arm istice 
condition* 
changed 
overnight. 
One 
billion 
pounds oi copper, more than a third 
of w hich was Arizona production. 
I a ie estim ated to be aw aiting sale, 
but copper is down and silver is up. 
Surveys of the state indicate that 
I in the Prescott and Tucson mines 
, silver predom inates over the other 
m etals; in Bisbee, Jerom e and Ajo 
its values as a by-product run heav­ 
ily. 
From the neighborhood of Pres­ 
cott com e reports of the revival of 
old silver mines. Battle F lat, scene 
of a sanguinary Indian tight in the 
seventies, ts reported to have yield­ 
ed 
new d is c o v e r ie s of silver and 
tw o fresh cam ps have been opened 
on this spur of the northern slope 
of the Brandshaws. 
The official tables of the United 
States geological survey report a sil­ 
ver production of 
$11,812,000 
in 
Arizona during 
191b, but 
produc­ 
ers state that this does not repre­ 
sent anything like the total value 
of th* white metal recovered.
